ERA Proposal... 


Only State Residents 


Would Re Affected 


(Second of three parts)

KINGSTON 


If the proposed Equal Rights Amendment 


(ERA) is approved by the voters on Election Day, 
it will only affect those persons who live and work 
in New York State, The only laws it could affect 
are those that have been enacted by the New 
York State Legislature. 


Much of the confusion that surrounds ERA 


involves the supposed relationship between it 
and a similar amendment that has been proposed 
for the United States Constitution. Put in the ost 
precise terms possible, there simply is no legal 
relationship between the two. 


The proposed state and federal amendments, 


although similarly worded, are legally separate. 
In order for the state constitution to be amended, 
state voters need only to approve the ERA 
proposal on Nov. 4. In order for the federal 
constitution to be amended, 38 of the 50 states 
must ratify the amendment, and the voting is 
done by each individual state legislature, not by 
the residents of each state. New York is one of 
34 states that has already approved the federal 
amendment, but it won't become law until four 
others give their O.K. 


As a result, approval of the state ERA in 


November would probably have little effect on 
federal laws and programs that now exist, or 
might be enacted in the future. That distinction 
is an important one in any discussion of the most 
controversial of the ERA issues. 


SOCIAL SECURITY 


ERA opponents maintain that certain Social 


Security programs which favor wives and widows 
would have to be revised if ERA is approved. 


Specifically cited are Social Security Programs 
which permit women who have never worked to 
obtain benefits partly determined by their 
husband's earnings. Opponents say that elimina- 
tion of these programs could force women into the 
job market—and away from home and children 
—to retrieve lost benefits. 


But because Social Security is a federal pro- 


gram, a New York State ERA could not force 
changes in the Social Security Act. "As far as we 
know, a state law would not have any affect on 
the federal program." said George Habernig, 
administrator of the Social Security Adminis- 
tration in Kingston, "but if the federal constitu- 
tion is amended, then 1 think something is going 
to have to give." 


There are, however, state programs that pro- 


vide pension benefits to widows. ERA supporters 
state simply that the laws would be amended to 
extend those same benefits to widowers, as well. 


There is no guarantee that the state will extend 


those benefits to widowers, the opponents claim, 
especially if there are significant financial con- 
siderations. The state legislature, they add, could 
just as easily deny pension benefits to both 
widows and widowers. 


PRIVACY 


ERA supporters are quick to point out that the 


United States 
Constitution guarantees 
an 


individual's right to privacy, and that state law 
or amendment cannot overrule the federal con- 
stitution. Because of that, they say, laws which 
establish the privacy of men and women would 
not be affected by ERA. 


But the opposition warns that passage of ERA 


could make it illegal to provide separate toilet 
facilities for men and women. Further, they 
contend that the separation of men and women 


in state institutions, prisons, hospitals and sani- 
tariums could be ruled a violation of the Equal 
Rights Amendment. 


THE DRAFT 


Opponents say that passage of ERA would 


render women eligible for the draft and that 
women, like men, could be forced to bear arras 
and serve in combat. They maintain that the 
established tradition that men fight and women 
don't could be ruled illegal by ERA. 


Since the armed forces fall under the juris- 


diction of the federal government, the supporters 
respond, the state ERA could have no effect on 
the status of women in the armed forces. They 
do point out that, under ERA. women would 
have greater opportunity for service, benefits and 
advancement in the state national guard. 


RELIGION 


Since some religions refuse to ordain or accept 


women. ERA opponents say the amendment 
could threaten their tax-exempt status. 


Supporters again point out that religious free- 


dom is guaranteed by the first amendment of the 
constitution; that guarantee cannot be overruled 
by state law. 


The argument that state passage of an Equal 


Rights Amendment will not have nn impact on 
federal laws and programs deserves some addi- 
tional consideration. It is the contention of many 
ERA opponents that passage of the state amend- 
ment in November could influence other state 
legislatures to ratify the federal amendment. If 
that happens, they say. the constitutional issues 
of religious freedom and privacy, and federal laws 
that govern Social Security and the draft could, 
indeed, be significantly affected.

Two Nabbed for Courier Murder

Two Orange County men 


were arrested early Sunday at 
a Fort Lauderdale motel and 
were charged with murder, 
kidnaping and robbery in the 
shooting death last week of a 
Newburgh oil company courier 
who was carrying some $25,000 
to the bank. 


Arrested by New York State 


Police investigators and 
Broward County 
(Fla.) 


"sheriffs deputies were Richard 


P. Lucas, 35, of Walden, and 
Richard B. Graham, 24, of 
Newburgh. 


The two are being held 


without bail pending action by 
New York authorities to have 
them returned. 


Investigators went to Florida 


last Friday in search of the 
pair after it was reportedly 
learned that the two had flown 
to the Fort Lauderdale-Holly- 
wood International Airport. 


The two are charged with 


the murder of Craig R. Mitton, 
26, of Hopewell Junction, a 


courier for the Mid-Valley Pe- 
troleum Corp. of Newburgh.

§25,000 which was to be de- 
posited in the bank.

We Were Inundated 


With Two Inches of Rain 


KINGSTON 


It was, sadly, another typi- 


cal autumn 
weekend—best 


suited for cleaning 
house, 


watching old 
movies 
and 


memorizing the week's stock 
market quotations in the busi- 
ness section of the Sunday 
Times. 


It would, in fact, have been 


a perfect weekend for watching 
the World Series, except that 
Boston had it even worse than 
we did. 


A storm swirling over the 


Atlantic off the southern coast 
of New England drove 
drenching rains 
and 
high 


winds across the Northeast, 
causing flood problems in 
some areas and leaving every- 
one else just plain miserable. 


Ulster County, and the Mid- 


Hudson Valley 
in general, 


avoided many of the serious 
flooding problems that af- 
flicted other areas of New York 
State. The Rondout Creek 
crept to within inches of the 
.flood level in both Rosendale 
and Ellenville Sunday, and 
spilled over its banks in sever- 


al low lying areas around 
Kingston, but there were no 
reports of imminent danger or 
damage. The Wallkill river, to 
the surprise of no one, flooded 
in some sections of the Town 
of New Paltz. Both the Sawkill 
and Esopus Creeks crested in 
some areas. 


The National Weather Ser- 


vice issued a flood warning for 
portions of the Mid-Hudson 
Valley Sunday night, citing 
present or imminent flood con- 
ditions. The Ulster County 
Civil Defense Office remained 
on alert throughout the night, 
but did not encounter any seri- 
ous problems. 


"The flood warning has been 


changed to a flood watch," 
said Civil Defense Director 
John Adsit today, 
"which 


means that continued heavy 
rains may result in flooding. 
Right now, everything is on the 
edge and ready to go." 


But with light rain and 


showers expected to taper off 
late today and tonight, author- 
ities believe the worst has 
passed. Fair and sunny skies 


are forecast for Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 


It has been anything but 


"fair and sunny" for the past 
four days, however. The wet 
weather began in earnest Fri- 
day, and by 8 a.m. today, the 
Kingston city engineer's office 
had recorded 2.45 inches of 
rain. The heaviest total—just 
under an inch—was recorded 
Saturday. 


In Kingston, some localized 


flooding was caused by clogged 
drains. The Rondout Creek 
covered portions of The Strand 
and lower Delaware Avenue 
during high tide on Sunday, 
but the Twaalfskill and Tan- 
nery Brooks did not crest. 


Area 
police agencies re- 


ported a rash of accidents over 
the 
weekend, 
with 
many 


blamed 
on slick highways. 


Some water-logged tree limbs 
gave way here and there, but 
Central 
Hudson said there 


were no storm-related power 
outages. 


Statewide, 
flood 
damage 


was reported in the Southern 
Tier and Capital District.

With imminent default averted, a three-year austerity plan 


to save S724 million is the next hurdle for New York City to 
surmount. 


The city says the budget-trimming, ordered by a state board 


that has authority over the city's fiscal affairs, could result in 
the firing of up to 8,000 more workers this year, and a possible 
wage freeze for three years. Municipal workers have warned a 
general strike may be called if wages are frozen. 


Mayor Abraham Beame has prepared budgfet proposals that 


would save $200 million during the remainder of this fiscal year, 
and a total of $724 million over three years. The spending cuts 
must be approved by the Emergency Financial Control Board, 
which has the authority to revise them. 


Treasury Secretary William Simon praised the mayor Sun- 


day, saying, "Mayor Beame and those men have done a 
tremendous job in making a lot of tough political decisions. And 
they are tough — things that are going to put people out of 
work in their city." 


But Simon said President Ford remains opposed to federal 


assistance for New York, "because he feels, and I believe 
rightfully so, that the solution to the problem up there rests 
there for (city officials) to solve. And they have the ability to 
solve them." 


Simon, in an interview (ABC: "Issues and Answers"), said 


a "temporary" solution could come at the state level — such 
as an emergency additional three-year sales tax of 3 per cent 
one year, 2 per cent the next, and 1 percent the year after that. 


The board spent the weekend analyzing the mayor's pro- 


posals, which were ordered under terms of a $2.3 billion state 
aid plan aimed at averting the city's default. 


The board was to begin its meeting this afternoon. Beame 


also was to testify on the city's financial problems before the 
House Subcommittee on Economic Stabilization in Washing- 
ton. 


Victor Gotbaum, head of the largest city employes union and 


chairman of a coalition of the municipal unions, said Sunday 
he would call for a general strike if a three-year wage freeze 
was imposed. 


"If they are able to enforce a three-year freeze it will 


effectively kill collective bargaining. Obviously we don't want 
that," Gotbaum said. 
' "If they try to enforce a three-year freeze on pay through 
legislation then I'll call a general strike." 


Default by the city, the mayor said Sunday, would have "a 


catastrophic effect, nationally and internationally," and the 
effect on municipal services would be devastating. 


"Even if we didn't pay any debt service, any bonds at all, 


or notes," Beame said, the city would still be short $1 billion 
in the four months beginning in December. This would have 
the equivalent effect on services of a S3 billion annual cut — 
or about one-quarter of the budget. 


"We'd have to close up the city under those conditions," the 


mayor said in an interview (NBC: "Meet the Press").

Bacon, called by one critic 
"the most dangerous food in 
the supermarket," may be 
taken out of grocery stores 
unless manufacturers get rid 
of a cancer-causing ingre- 
dient, an Agriculture De- 
partment official says. 


The danger lies in sodium 


nitrite — the agent found in 
cured meats that helps pre- 
serve them, protects against 
deadly botulism and pro- 
vides their pinkish 
color, 


says Donald Houston, assis- 


tant deputy administrator in 
the USDA's Meat and 
Poultry Inspection Division. 


He said the decision to 


move against sodium nitrite 
comes 
after an 18-month 


study by a panel of scientific 
experts. 


Despite their value as a 


preservative, 
nitrites also 


can combine with chemicals 
to form nitrosamines, among 
the most potent cancer-caus- 
ing agents yet discovered. 
Scientists are not sure why, 
but while problems 
have 


been eliminated in most meat 
products, 
bacon 
produces 


more nitrosamines than oth- 
er cured meats. 


One of the nation's favorite 


breakfast foods, bacon has 
been called "the most dan- 
gerous food in the super- 
market" by one critic, 
Michael F, Jacobson of the 
Center for Science in the 
Public Interest. 


The American Meat In- 


stitute said 1.4 billion pounds 
of sliced bacon wag produced 
in plants under federal in- 
spection in 1974,

transfer her to a different loca- 
tion far from home." 


Minish met with Sheeran 


and his wife, Sally, in his office 
here Saturday and told them 
that the House Banking and 
Currency Committee and the 
Judiciary Committee ara look- 
ing into Moon's activities. 


Minish said he had sent ma- 


terials to the panels as part of 
the investigations, first re- 
quested by Sheeran who al- 
legedly was beaten last 
August. Sheeran claimed that

brainwashed by Moon's fol- 
lowers and that they seldom 
came home. 


Minish said that federal au- 


thorities are also checking the 
tax exemption status of 
Moon's holdings in New York, 
New Jersey and other states. 


Sheeran asked Minish to in- 


vestigate the Fourth Interna- 
tional Conference of United 
Sciences which the com- 
taissioner said Moon is spon- 
soring.

The headlines screamed "City Saved From De- 


fault" and once again a reprieve for the ailing 
patient was granted. Teacher union chief Albert 
Shanker agreed to fork over $150 million in United 
Federation of Teachers' funds to bail out New York 
at the eleventh hour. Shanker, who is known neither 
for his generosity 
nor his love of the Beame 


Administration, reportedly experienced a change of 
heart after being pressured by fellow labor chief- 
tains who convinced him that he was sawing off the 
limb he was sitting on if he didn't free the funds. 
After an eyeball-to-eyeball confrontation with Gov. 
Hugh Carey, Shanker released the funds. The 
governor insists that no deal has been made to 
review the recently negotiated teachers contract but 
that will have to remain to be seen. What is of 
immediate importance is that default has been 
prevented, at least until December. 


Naturally, these stopgap measures, while prevent- 


ing imminent disaster, are not the ultimate solu- 
tion. Mayor Beame has seen the light and is now, 
somewhat tardily, ruthlessly pursuing a program of 
budget tightening. This must be done if in the long 
run a cure for the city's economic illness is to be 
effected. But what also must be done is for 
President Ford to pay a little closer attention to 
Nelson Rockefeller's destiny. To do this may cause 
a rift with the conservative wing of the Republican 
Party but, there are too many little people, bond- 
holders some living right here in Ulster, and 
.dedicated civil servants, involved for Washington to 
maintain its hands off policy.

Radar Traps Flying Drug Smugglers 


By Jack Anderson with Les Whitten 


WASHINGTON — The NORAD radar tracking system, 


which the Air Force established to intercept enemy bombers, 
has been turned against drug smugglers. 


"Operation Startrek," as the secret spotting system is called, 


was put into effect by the Customs Service on September 20. 
Already, the sophisticated radar has picked up a doaen border- 
hopping planes, which used to have easy air access to the U.S. 


Numerous other vehicles, including a motorcycle, have also 


been intercepted. More than 20 suspected traffickers have been 
arrested, and 10,000 pounds of high-grade marijuana has been 
seized. The total haul is worth well over $2 million. 


Just as NORAD would spot an incoming enemy bomber, its 


radar system can also pick up smaller craft flying without pre- 
filed flight plans. The radar feeds this information into a 


computer bank, which notifies Customs agents of the plane's 
exact location. 


Then, as at wartime fighter bases, the Customs pilots 


"scramble and pursue the unknown craft. Three days after 
"Startrek" began, a Cessna plane with 1,000 pounds of 
marijuana aboard was tracked down. Just a few days ago, a 
Piper with 2,600 pounds on board was nailed. 


Seizures have been made in Arizona, California and New 


Mexico. This has required a unique cooperative effort between 
the Customs Service and Air Force, supported by both federal 
and local authorities. 


On October 3, for instance, the Customs "Startrekkers" 


alerted New Mexico state police who seized a plane and 1,700 
pounds of marijuana.

Kissinger, Teng in Face-to-Face Meeting 


PEKING (DPI) — Secretary of State Henry Kissinger and 


China's day-to-day ruler reviewed the international situation 
today in their first meeting in the ornate Great Hall of the 
People. 


Kissinger attended the talks for an hour and 40 minutes, then 


Knocked off for lunch and an extra hour so he could show his 
wife, Nancy, Peking's Museum of Ancient Art. 


Kissinger then went back to the table for a second session 


'with Vice Premier Teng Hsiaoping. 


A spokesman for Kissinger said the talks were "cordial and 


frank," but described them only as a "review of the interna- 
tional situation." 


The Chinese staged their most popular modern opera. "The 


Aialea Mountain," for the Kissingers this evening. The opera 
tells the story of peasant revolutionaries faced with the choice 
of saving their hideout or a grandmother. 


The initial meeting opened with Kissinger and Teng laughing 


off a dinner dispute over detente. 


"It doesn't mattter even if we quarrel a bit," Teng said, as 


he sat amid crystal chandeliers, porcelain spittoons and red 
velvet carpeting. 


Across the bargaining table in the ornate, block-square hall, 


Kissinger laughed, nodded and joked that an argument "gives 
the press something to write about." 


"Yes. and they will immediately report this sentence," the 


o-foot-'i Teng, his shoulders barely above the table, said as he 
grinned at American reporters in the hall. 


Teng is the man who governs China while Communist party 


Chairman Mao Tse-tung, 82, lives as a virtual recluse and 
Premier Chou En-lai, 77, is reported to be incurably ill with 
a heart ailment. 


There was little smiling 12 hours earlier as Kissinger and 


Chinese Foreign Minister Chiao Kuan-hua crossed swords 
between courses of sharks' fin soup and stuffed white melon. 


At a state banquet Sunday night. China's top diplomat 


criticized U.S.-Soviet detente, indicating the only way to deal 
with the Kremlin "is to wage a tit-for-tat struggle against it." 


'To base oneself on illusions, to mistake hopes or wishes for 


reality and act accordingly, will only abet the ambitions of 
expansionism and lead to grave consequences," the bushy- 
haired six-footer said. 


After the fried Mandarin fish course, Kissinger defended 


detente, saying America backs "every effort to avoid needless 
confrontations." 


"Each country must assume the policy suitable to its own 


circumstances," he said. 


U.S. diplomats played down the debate, saying it would have 


been surprising if China failed to criticize a new friend -- 
America —for getting too close to an old enemy — the Soviet 
Union. 


In one light moment at the banquet. Kissinger, who spenks 


French and German, possibly even better than English, 
declared he "finally found the courage to siiy something in 
Chinese." 


Teng and Chiao put down their glasses of mm> tni rice wine 


and listened as a deep baritone voice with a German-American 
accent intoned: 


"Ban jiu rong ee. 
"Ching ke nan." 
Dead silence in the Great Hall. 
The secretary finally translated: 
"It is easy to prepare n banquet, but it is hard to be a good 


host." 


Asked to judge Kissinger's linguistic venture, a Chinese 


official paused a moment and said, "You had to think twice 
before you understood what he was saying." 


The secretary arrived in Peking Sunday on his eighth visit 


to China in four years. Chiao greeted him warmly at the airport, 
but the welcome didn't include the hundreds of flag-waving 
Chinese usually on hand for a Kissinger visit.

Gerald R. Ford and Vice Presi- 
dent Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
telling of the country's coming 
out of the economic recession 
and suggesting that if the GOP 
is to win the 1976 election, it 


is going to have to "go with the 
strongest man" and support 
Ford. 


When asked, as a south- 


e r n e r , 
how he 
viewed 


Alabama's George Wallace's 
condidacy, Holshauser said he 
sees him "not as strong a con- 
tender as before." He sug- 
gested that Wallace's physical 
disability is serious and as a 
consequence, he is not as 
formidable a candidate as in 
1968. 


As 
for 
California's Gov. 


Ronald Reagan, 
Holshauser 


said, "I don't take any can- 
didate lightly and certainly 
not Reagan." He felt Ford will 
do well in the south, however. 


Asked if the federal govern- 


ment will come to the financial 
aid of bankrupt New York 
City, the southern governor 
said he didn't know, because 
he didn't know all the options. 
"Has the city used all its re- 
sources?" he asked. 


He took issue with govern- 


ment regulations which are 
"an intrustion in our every day 
lives," and with the fact that 
less than 40 percent of the 
people "bothered to vote." Im- 


ploring people to exercise their 
right to vote, Holshauser said 
the country is coming to a 
crossroad and the people are 
the ones who are going to have 
to decide whether America will 
remain a free nation or a 
second-rate country.

BOSTON (UPI) — It'll now be Gary Nolan versus Luis Tiant

Kuhn, who called off game six for the second straight day 


Sunday, rescheduled it for 8:30 p.m. EOT tonight. But the 
rains which have pelted this city for three days were not 
expected to cease until just prior to game time. 


"I'd have to say, I'm not very optimistic about the game being 


played Monday night." Kuhn said. "It'll depend mostly on the 
field condition." 


And as the Red Sox Fenway Park groundskeeper Joe Mooney 


acknowledged, the field condition will depend mostly on when 
the rain stops. 


"11 and when the rain stops," Mooney said, "We would bring 


in helicopters to help dry the field and get it into'shape as we 
have done twice this year." 


Meanwhile the latest postponement 
caused both Reds' 


Manager Sparky Anderson and Red Sox Skipper Darrell 
Johnson to alter their sixth game pitching plans. 


Johnson, obviously taking the stance that you can't save your 


best pitcher for the seventh game if there is no seventh game, 
(lip-flopped his original sixth game designee Bill Lee with Luis 
Tiant, a two-time winner already this series. 


Anderson in turn countered by scratching sinkerball special- 


ist Jack Billingham in'favor of Gary Nolan — a decision that 
did not sit lightly with Billingham. 


"I'm angered, shocked and upset," said Billingham who was 


looking forward to pitching what could be the clincher for the 
Reds, leading three games to two. "I pitched well here last week 


and gave up only one earned run, the other being the result 
of George Foster losing his footing on the wet gra«s in lelt held." 


Anderson, although conceding his right-hander's right to be 


miffed, defended the decision to scratch Billingham, who.se 
style many observers felt would be more effecti\e than Nolan's 
in the cozy quarters of Fenway.

J.in Me'i-r .d - -fiond lie ti 
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Red, White, Blue Glow 
At Pan American Games

MEXICO CITY (UPI) — The Pan American 


Games have finally taken on a definite red, 
white and blue glow. And that glow will likely 
become brighter as the week progresses. 


Led by a stirring decathlon battle between 


world record holder Bruce Jenner and runner- 
up Fred Dixon, the Americans scooped up their 
largest single day gold medal collection Sunday 
since the games began. They gathered 10 of 
them in a variety of quality performances in 
track and field, swimming, rowing and the 
equestrian events. 


The Cubans, who had stayed close in the gold 


medal race through the first week of the Games, 
could manage only one win in 18 finals Sunday. 


Of the Americans victories, Jenner's was the 


most spectacular. Not only did he have to come 
from behind in the final event-—the 1,500-meter 
run—to beat Dixon, but he had to overcome the 
trauma of hitting a Mexican photographer with 
his javelin. 


On his fifth throw, Jenner's spear hit his leg 


during his runup, so he decided to simply 
ground the spear a short way in front of the 
throwing line. But the javelin went slightly off 
target and struck the photographer. If the point 
of the javelin had not hit the man's camera, the 
two-inch gash he received in his stomach would 
have been decidely worse. 


Jenner then ran the 1,500 meters in 4:42.86 


to overcome a 50-point deficit and beat Dixon, 
8,045-8,019. 


"I'm pleased to have gone over 8,000 points 


at this atltitude," said Jenner, who holds the 
world record at 8,524. "I'm two months into my 
training for next year's Olympics, and this fits 
right in." 


Elsewhere Sunday the Americans captured 


another track and field gold medal with Janet 
Merrill of Weatherford, Conn., winning the 
1,500-meter run in 4:18.2,. took four of five 
swimming medals as that competition began, 
won three rowing first places and grabbed the 
team dressage on the equestrian field. 


That brought the American gold medal supp- 


ly to 47, compared with Cuba's 32. The United 


States led in overall medals, 110-72. 


Three of the U.S. boxers advanced to the 


semifinals— including heavyweight Michael 
Dokes who won a close and unpopular decision 
to keep him on a path that could lead to 
Olympic titleholder Teofilio Stevenson from 
Cuba in the finals. 


And while the American basketball team, 


undefeated in five games, was taking the day 
off, the previously unbeaten Cubans were upset 
by Puerto Rico, 89-85. That means the United 
States could lose to Cuba next Wednesday 
night and still win the basketball gold medal. 


"But I don't think the United States will 


lose," said Puerto Rican coach. "They have the 
best team by far." 


Today is the last day of track and field, where 


the Americans have asserted themselves after 
a less than spectacular start. Eight gold medals 
will be awarded in the sport, including the 
marathon where extra guards will be stationed 
along the route to prevent the runners from 
being abused. 


Larry Young, who placed third in the 20- 


kilometer walk last week, was booed and spat 
on during the race. 


Swimming began its week-long run Sunday, 


and as expected the Americans dominated. 


The United States won four of the five races, 


but there was once again disappointment for 
Rick DeMont. 


DeMont, who was stripped of a gold medal in 


the 1972 Olympics because he had been taking 
an asthma medicine banned by the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee, had to settle for 
second place in the 200-meter freestyle Sunday 
night to Jorge Delgado of Ecuador. 


First night winners in the pool included Rick 


Colella of Seattle in the 100-meter breaststroke 
(1:06.28), Peter Rocca of Orinda, Calif., in the 
100-meter backstroke (58:53), Kathy Heddy of 
Summit, N.J. in the 200-meter individual 
medley (2:22.22) and the American girls' 400- 
meter relay team (4:22.34.). 


Five more swimming finals are set for tonight, 


and the United States is expected to win them 
all. 


Don Caps Comeback 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) - Veteran Don 


January, vowing he will not let business push 
him off the golf tour again, capped a 1975 
comeback Sunday with a sudden-death victory 
over Larry Hinson for first prize in the $125,000 
Texas Open. 


The Dallas businessman tapped in an 18-inch 


putt on the second hole of the playoff to collect 
$25,000 and the championship of the last 
individual tournament of the season. 


Hinson, of Douglas, Ga., calmly curled in an 


uphill putt of more than 30 feet on the 18th hole 
to tie January at the end of 72 holes at 13- 
under-par 275 over the par 72, 7,038-yard 
Woodlake Golf Club Course. January had ap- 
peared to be the winner outright after out- 
distancing a tight field that saw 20 golfers 
within three strokes of the lead at one time 
during the last round. 
. Hinson lipped a downhill three-footer that 
would have given him the win on the first 
playoff hole and both players wound up with 
bogeys. 


January fired a course record-tying 31 on the 


front nine, overcame a bogey on the backside 
and wound up at six-under-par 66 for the day. 
He sewed up the playoff victory by hitting 
within tap-in range off the 206-yard, par 3 
second playoff hole and Hinson missed a 5- 
footer. 


"The economy forced me back out here," said 


January, 45, who passed up the 1973 and 1974 
tours for a fulltime business of designing and 
constructing golf courses. "If I had anything to 


do, I wouldn't be out on the tour." 


January said he used to design as many as 


nine courses a year, but because of a slump he 
has only one job working now. 


"Certainly, I shall not leave the tour again. 


They'll have to force me off next time," said the 
20-year professional who ran his 1975 earnings 
to $69,034 and his career earnings to $655,189. 
"It feels good. He (Hinson) gave me some 
breathing room. It happens." 


Hinson collected $14,250 for second place and 


barely missed making the top 60 money winners 
of the year, which automatically would have 
made him eligible for all of next year's tour- 
naments. 


Dr. Gil Morgan, a Wewoka, Okla., op- 


tometrist who led for the first two rounds, 
collected third prize of $8,875 with an 11-under- 
par 277 and nudged into No. 60 on winners list. 


Bruce Lietzker, Ralph Johnston and Milkier 


Barber tied for fourth place with 10-under 278s, 
and Mike McCullough was alone in fifth place 
at 279. 


Hinson, who won the 1970 Ben Hogan award 


for courage because he overcame polio to go on 
the golfing tour, has not won a title since 1969. 


He said he did not know his standing when 


he punched in the tying putt and lamented 
missing the short putt on the first playoff hole. 


"I did have my chances. I'm happy, really, on 


finishing 62nd on the money list. I still know 
the material is there. I just plan to work harder 
next year."

GNP Shows Big Gain During Third Quarter 


WASHINGTON (DPI) - 


The national economy meas- 
ured by the real Gross Na- 
tional Product increased 11.2 
percent in the third quarter for 


the fastest growth rate in more 
than 20 years, the Commerce 
Department said today. 


The GNP gains occurred pri- 


marily because consumers 
dipped into their savings to 
buy durables like cars and 
home appliances, while 
wealthy Americans and busi- 
nessfincreased investment 
spending by a stunning 18 
percent. 


Consumers had been saving 


at unusually high rates since 
last October. Private sector 
investment had been falling 
steadily since the 1973 Arab oil 
embargo. 


The real GNP was estimated 


at $804.6 billion at the end of 
the July-September quarter, 
up from $783.6 billion in the 
second quarter. 


The 11.2 percent increase 


was the highest quarterly rise 
since the 12.4 percent gain in 
the first quarter of 1955.

Wallace 
Blames 


U.S. Policy 


BONN, West Germany 


(UPI) -. Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace said today 
that U.S. policy before World 
War II helped Adolf Kilter's 
rise to power in Germany. 


Wallace arrived in Bonn 


Sunday on a five-nation Eu- 
ropean tour. He is piling up a 
$2,000-a-day hotel bill for his 
SOmember entourage but says 
Alabama taxpayers won't have 
to pickup the tab. 


He spoke to newsmen as he 


arrived for his first meeting in 
Bonn, a session with Alfred 
Kubel, president of the upper 
house of parliament. 


He said that "under the cir- 


cumstances I think we fought 
on the right side in World War 
II." Earlier this year, Wallace 
was quoted as saying the Un- 
ited States made a mistake in 
fighting with Russia against 
Nazi Germany. 


"But," he went on, "I 


thought that the foreign policy 
and diplomatic ventures of 
certain Allied powers includ- 
ing the United States prior to 
World War II helped bring it 
on in the sense that the Ver- 
sailles treaty was unfair to 
Germany. 


"If it hadn't been for the 


treaty," he said, "we would 
not have-had the nationalistic 
spirit that arose through Mr. 
Hitler in Germany and the war 
would have been prevented." 


Wallace told newsmen later 


that there was about a 95 
percent chance that he will 
decide to run for the presiden- 
cy. Asked about his pol$tical 
plans, Wallace said, "There 
are more chances that I will 
than I won't... I have learned 
not to say definitely yes or no 
on anything until I decide and 
I'll make that decision soon." 


The Alabama governor re- 


served the entire seventh floor 
of Bonn's Bristol hotel and 
part of the sixth to house 
members of his party.
